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DEATH IP A MINE 


Explosion in a Fennyslvania 
Colliery Entombs Many 
Miners. 
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Near Two H undred Miners Trapped, 
Most of Whom are Thought 
to be Dead. 


Coal Miner« and Operator« V/ill Talk 
Things Over. 
Indianapolis, Jan 2G —This city is 
preparing for the entertainment of the 
convention of coal operators and min­ 
ers when the employers and their men 
will meet In Joint session to discuss 
the wage scale and other matters of 
interest to the trade. This conference 
which begins on Thursday and which 
will last probably ten days, is one of 
the moat important gatherings to the 
business world that is held anywhere. 
On Its outcome depends what price 
people will have to pay next winter 
for their coal, for the cost to the con­ 
sumer is regulated In large measure 
by the wages the operators must pay 
tbetr men. 
The demands of the miners this year 
are conservative and the men are very 
hopeful that they will be accepted by 
the employers. No advance in wages 
ia asked. 
The principal demand Is 
that the miners be paid on the run of 
mine basis. This means that they be 
paid for the coal they mine as it comes 
from the tunnels and not after it has 
been screened. 
In many places the 
run of mine basis has been accepted 
by the employers. The union will en­ 
deavor to force this system on the 
whole field which is covered by the 
interstate agreement. 
Another de­ 
mand is for $2.56 a day for all inside 
laborers. 
The men intend to put up 
a hard fight for their scale and are 
hopeful of securing their demands. 


Maehen Hearing Prolonged. 
Washington. Jan. 26.—The trial of 
August W. Maehen, the Groff brothers 
and Dr. and Mrs. Geo. E. Lorenz, in­ 
dicted for conspiracy to defraud the 
government In connection with the 
sale of letter box fasteners has enter­ 
ed on its third week. 
It Is expected 
the government will cloee its case to­ 
day. 
Late testimony related almost 
entirely to the identification of M&ch- 
en’s signature and Initials on certain 
letters and papers covering Groff fas 
tener transactions. 


Collision at Water Tank. 
St. Louis, Jan. 26.—A collision be­ 
tween passenger trains on the Burling­ 
ton railroad eight miles north of St. 
Charles, Mo., occurred last night in 
which four persons were killed and 
twelve Injured. 
A fast express train 
was taking water at a tank when a 
local mall train dashed Into the rear 
end. 


Deadly Quarrel Over Wages. 
Alfred, Ont., Jan. 26 —C. Goyette, of 
Montreal. In a quarrel over wages with 
Daniel Corrigan and his son. farmers, 
living near here, killed them both with 
an ax.

P ttsburg, Jan. 26.—From all that 
can be gathered between 180 and 190 
men am lying dead in the headings 
and passageways of the Harwiek mine 
of the Allegheny Coal company at 
Che3wick, the result of a terrific ex­ 
plosion. 
Cage after cage has gone 
down into the 
mine and come up 
again, but only one miner of all those 
that went down 
to work has been 
brought to the surface. 
The rescued 
man is still in a semi-conscious con­ 
dition at the temporary hospital at 
the rude schoolhouse on the hillside 
above the mine. 
In addition to the miners who were 
at work when the explosion occurred 
it is now- believed by practically all of 
the men of the rescue party who have 
come up the 220-foot vertical shaft for 
a breathing spell, that Selwin M. Tay­ 
lor, the Pittsburg mining engineer who 
plotted the mine and who was the 
first to reach the bottom after the ex­ 
plosion happened, is also now among 
the list of dead. Of those in the mine 
ell are probably dead. 
The first warning of the explosion 
was the sudden rumhle underground, 
and then a sheet of flame followed up 
the deep shaft. Both mine cages were 
hurled through the tipple twenty feet 
above the landing stage and the three 
men on the tipple were hurled to the 
ground. 
A mule was thrown high 
above the shaft and fell dead on the 
ground. 
The 
injured 
men 
were 
brought at once to this city, where 
tw'o of them have since died. 
As soon as the rumble of the ex­ 
plosion and the crash at the pit mouth 
startled the little village, the v-ives 
and children of the men below rushed 
to the scene of the disturbance, bu* to 
gain no encouragement. 
There was 
no way to get into the deep workings. 
The cages that let the men Into the 
mines and brought them out again 
when the day's work was done were 
both demolished. There were calls for 
assistance and for surgical aid from 
the men In charge of the mine, and 
some hours later the first attempt at 
rescue was made. 
This was a failure, 
as the two men who volunteered w^re 
driven back by the foul air. 
Selwin M. Taylor and one of his 
assistants then signalled for the engi­ 
neer to lower 
them Into the shaft. 
Taylor is still down there. 
Three 
times efforts have been made to reach 
him, but so far without avail. Thomas 
Wood, one of the first of the rescue 
party hauled to the surface, said that 
Taylor was overcome by gas and fell 
and that he was compelled to flee for 
his life. 
After further efforts to reach the en­ 
tombed 
miners 
Robert 
North 
and 
Michael Cain of the rescue party came 
to the surface and reported that Sel- 
wyn Taylor had been found alive, and 
that seventy-five of the miners had 
been located, the majority of them, it 
is believed, alive. 
The report of the rescuers to the 
effect that many were alive was rudeiy 
shattered when the body of Selwin 
Taylor was later brought to the sur­ 
face. 
He had evidently been dead for 
several hours and now hopes for the 
other Imprisoned men have been aban­ 
doned. 
The rescuers report that dead 
are scattered one above the other as 
thick as pine needles. 
W ater is fast 
pouring into the mine, covering the 
corpses with a shroud of ice and mak­ 
ing the work of rescue almost impos­ 
sible. 
After damp is collecting in 
quantities. 


TAKING PLENTY OF TIME 


Republicans in No Hurry About the 
8tate Convention. 
Indianapolis, Jan 
26 —Republicans 
here are beginning to discuss the ques­ 
tion of when the next state convention 
shall be held, and there is a growing 
sentiment in favor of postponing the 
meeting until May or perhaps even 
June. 
For several years it has been 
customary to hold early conventions, 
and usually the nominations have been 
made before the first of May. 
This 
year a change is likely, however. Re­ 
publicans here as elsewhere over the 
state are not agreed exactly as to the 
proper time, but for the most part 
they say the convention should come 
late. One reason given Is that the can­ 
didates need more time in which to 
make a canvass of the state 
The 
present campaign for offices has been 
a peculiar one in that the candidates 
have been very late in starting in to 
canvass the state 
Two years ago the 
cruilidates tor state offices had almost 
completed their first tour of the state 
at this stage of the campaign 
But 
this year there is not a candidate who 
has visited a dozen counties so far as 
can be learned. Some of the Republi­ 
can leaders also think it will be well 
to postpone the convention as long as 
possible In order that it may be possi­ 
ble to know more about vhat the Dem­ 
ocrats interd to do. While the action 
of the opposition will not have much 
effect on the Republicans it is felt that 
no opportunity to take advantage of 
Democratic mistakes and call atten­ 
tion to them in the platform should be 
overlooked. For these reasons most of 
the party workers here favor a lato 
convention. 


This city is in the grip of a cold 
snap and blizzard such as has not been 
seen here fur a long time.
